AN ORDINANCE REZON1NG AND CHANGING THE ZONING MAP TO ADD A
NEIGHBORHOOD PLAN (NP) COMBINING DISTRICT TO THE BASE ZONING
DISTRICTS ON APPROXIMATELY 726 ACRES OF LAND GENERALLY
KNOWN AS THE UNIVERSITY HILLS NEIGHBORHOOD PLAN AREA AND
TO CHANGE THE BASE ZONING DISTRICTS ON 21 TRACTS OF LAND

PART 1 The zoning map established by Section 25-2-191 of the City,Code is amended to
add a neighborhood plan (NP) combining district to each base zoning district within the
property, and to change the base zoning districts on 2CTtracts of land within the property
(the "Property") descnbed in Zoning Case No *C 14-2007-0006, on file at the
Neighborhood Planning and Zoning Department, as .follows ^
